; Government Curing Station 
Factories to be .Built On}. 


At. Aberdeen. * 


The, process ‘of silting fish — for. 
storage purposes was explained to & 
“Hongkong Telegraph” representative 
during a visit to the Government Fish 
Curing Station at Aberdeen yesterday, 
This is a part of Government’s plan 
fo create a reserve stock of food in 
the Colony, and the fish will be used 
In any emergency for Chinese cone 
sumption, : : ‘ 


The’ Station fs being run by the 
Hongkong Fisheries Research Statton, 4 
‘which jing provided six of the pre- 
sent staff. ya 


Location of the Statlon is opposite, 
Aberdcen Industrial School. It was 
formerly the School's playground, 
and occuples a site of about 37,000 
aquure feet. The present butldings 
are of ‘the matshed type, but per- 
manent buildings are expected to be 
completed. by the middle of next 
month, 7 , 

Fish fs being. purchased from the 
H\sherfolk through the © laars, ‘and 
nbout 1,000 picuis so far have been 
salted and stored away since the 
Station started on May 27. The 
busiest day resulted In the storage of 
230 piculs, which Is considered good 
for the off-senson. 

The best season for fishing is the 
winter, from October until May. 
During the summer months which 
are regarded as the typhoon season, 
{he majority of the larger jJunks re- 
main In harbour, 

Fresh -fish, when they arrive at the 
Station, are gutted, and then washed 


In three changes of water in kongs |, 
« 


(tubs). | : : 
After being cleaned, they are put 
into pans, stuffed and rubbed with 
salt, and .then placed ‘for storage In 
kongs, where they should keep Jn per- 
(ect condition for at least six months, 
Alternate Inyers of fish and salt are 
packed in these kongs, and If neces~ 
sury, concentrated brine is added, 


Kongs for Storing Fish 


At present, there-ore about 40 
kongs of 50 pleuls capacity cack and 
plans are being made for a further 
160. There 1s a special shed for stor- 
ing salt, which {s:from Thailand. 
This salt {fs considered tbo coarse, 
and has to be ground finer before it 
is fit for use. The mud fs taken out 
and it ts purified at the same time. 
The idea is .fo make the sodium 
chloride os pure as’ possible, 
helping the fish to 
longer. 

Scrupulous care regarding clean- 
liness is observed, the people at work 
in the Station: having been instructed 
to wear clean aprons and shorts 
which are washed dally, 

Three kinds of fish, Black Pom- 
fret, Golden Thread, and all Mac- 
kerels are being purchased by Gov- 
ernment, ond It is pointed out by an 
official of the Food Controller’s OMce 
that one of the. reasons why these 
types of fish have been chosen is 
because they are the kind that are 
normally salted by the Chinese. 

In normal times, these three kinds 
of fish were mostly exported to 
China, and even though the catch has 
been reduced considerably by the 
war, and the Japanese. sinking’ of 
fishing Junks, there still remains 
plenty of fish for Hongkong. 

Any person who sells these fish 
other than to the Government, or to 
a firm or person nutHorised to: pur- 
chase for Government, {s Hable to 
prosecution, 

Price control committee mectings 
are held at fortnightly intervals, 
nwhen-the prices’ of-fish-are-oMmcialy 
fixed until the next committee meet- 
ns. 

Main’ reasons for the reserve of 
fish is that it will be used in an 
emergency. It fs a food which js ace 
ceptable to the Chinese, being one 
of thelr normal foods supplying pro- 
telns, salts and flavour, .

MONOPOLY 
ENDED 


WASHINGTON, June 15 
(UP). — Increased output of 


quicksilver in Mexico, Peru and |. 


the United States has been in- 
strumental: in ‘breaking the 
Italo-Spanish mercury mono 
poly, according to Commerce 
Department officials. 

Quoting authoritative British 
sources, experts said they be- 
lieved the world quicksilver 
cartel, formerly .controlled by 
Italian and Spanish interests, 
had been “definitely ended” by 
rapid increases in non-European 
preduction. : : 

The Mexican mercury industry, It 
was pointed out, has been revitaliscd 
by Great Britaln's wartime needs. 
Evidently fearing the possible loss of' 
Spanish supplies, the British Govern- 
ment has made sure of the availabi- 
lity of the entire Mexican supply, 
which. runs into thousands of flasks 


each year.” ' 
Production In Peru and _ British 


‘Colombia has also been stepped’ up. 


for the same reason, 

The United States, for the first 
time on record, ranked.as an exporter 
of quicksilver Inst year when 50,000 
flasks: were produced, approximately 
20,000 more than could be consumed 
by domestic industries. The surplus 
was sent mainly to Great Britain. + 


_ Abnormal Consumption 

Full effect of the sharp. increases 
dn quicksilver production, officials 
sald, will not be felt’ until the ces-_ 
sation of hostilities. It ts” belleved 
that the blow will fall sharply dn the 
Italo-Spanish interests, which ac- 
counted for four-fifths of the’ world 
output during ‘the period immediate- 
ly preceding the outbreak of the 
present war, : 

OMcials pointed out that European 
war machines are now consuming an 
abnormal amount of mercury. 
Changes in the sources and amount 
of the world supply will undoubtedly 
take place when demand returns to 
alignment with normal industrial 
needs; but most officials beileve that 
the old world monopoly has finally 
been smashed. ar .
